This yaar tna University of Buffalo la instituting a convocation 
•ariaa for ths general student body tna purpose of which is to make 
clearer aoaa of tha major issues in our tlmas. 

Organised labor haa long bean an area of concern in this country. 

It ia alao becoming Increasingly clear that ths role which government 
plays in labor and in all areas of private life as wall, is changing. 

It ia tha hops of ths Student Sanata Convocation Committee to bring 
to our campua various people who havs had first hand experiences in 
various areas of our society and who might through these experiences 
provide insights to ths students which might otherwise not be obtain¬ 
able* 

With this criteria for speakers in mind ths Convocation Committee 
asked tha heads of ths various departments to compile a list of speakers 
whom thay fait would bo able to present auch insights* It was felt.by 
several of tha department heads and by the student committee tnat you 
can provide the type of analysis that would be both stimulating end 
valuable to ths student body. 

It ia for this reason that I ask that you speak to ths general 
student body of tha University of Buffalo on one of the following datas: 
October 3, November 7, Oacambar 5, or April 3* However, we realise your 
schedule bming as busy as it is these dates may all prove impossible. If 
thmre is any Tuesday or Thursday other than those mentioned that would 
prove more convenient wa would aoDraciata your informing us of e . 

As I havs previously stated this is the insgursl year of this series 
and for this reason we era 0 }*reting on a limited budget. I feel obligated 
to inform you that tha honorarium which could be offered above expanses 
would ba a limited one.
